In this recent reorganization^ it is to he noted that members of Asgm^s clique are 

prominent and powerful « a condition which is in direct oouosition 
to rm I’se’s ® desireo. 

When the liastern Mongolian Autonomous Government was established in Wangyehmieo (lr?r?-01, 
46«*05) during the spring of 1946* Eastern Mongols occupied all of the military and 
political positions. However, in April of 1946 this Autonomous Government was dissolved, 
and the Inner Mongolian Autonony Movement Allied Council was established in Its place. 

This proved to be an opportunity for YDiJ l*8e and his Chinese Communist clique to uenetrate 
into Jiastern Inner Mongolia and take a position of decisive political control . The 
army however, still remained in the hands of the Sastern Mongols, 

The recent reorganization is the third in Sastern Inner Mongolia, the first having teken 
place in September 1946, and the second in May 1947, The first and second reorganizations 
saw the Inclusion of a few members of YUH Tse’s clique in the roster of the Genera] 
Headquarters, noticeably Ten/^h© (Chinese phonetlcizatlon! Tien Hu ), who was 

made a Vice- Commander to Asgan. However, from the standpoint of the army as a whole, 
their influence was negligible. YUtJ Tse had, however, taicen his first stet> towards 
military control. 

In the latest reorganization (paragraph l), a member of YXJK Tse^s clique does not apuear, 
while those of Asgan’s clique have Increased. This bears out the fact that Asgan’s clique 
is determined that its military Jowar shall not b© wrested from it, regardless of the 
efforts of TUN Tse, the ’political head’. The main significance of this is that the Inner 
Mongolians feel that as long as they retain their military power, they have a chance to 
regain their former political Influence when the right orT»ort\mity presents itself. 
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S. Some of the reasons why tho nilltary authority In Inner Moneolla has not left tlie hands 
of the Eastern Monffols are as follows;

Asgan was acting as Naohinchonghor>s personal advisor and interpreter at this time, 
and principally th3:x>ugh Asgan^s efforts, Nachlnchonghor vfisia abio to gain much favorable 
coinmont and many projMnent positions « 

After the smrronder, he vtas the highest military leader in Bastern MongoLia, but 
f rOT tho time YON Tso made hla appearance in tho Sastem Mongolian political, scene 
(1946) I Nachinchonghor^ e influence gradually declined until 1947 when he became a 
commander of a military distilct.*

and v/as alimys with him<, They v/era both bom in the same banriero 

5o In sp5.te of the progress made by YUN T8e*s clique, the ^Racial Principle'^ advocates 
of oastern Mongolia, tlth Asgan-.s clique as the centre, have not lost their influence 
Althou^ Asgan^s clique raainfiaifts a more or loss neutral attltudo tcf^mi’ds the Chinese 
Communists, they are probably waiting foi' an opportunity to regain the position of 
controls In this, the increase or decrease of Asgan^s influence vdll have an im^ 
port, ant bearingo 
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
